earth, thereby. gfeatlycoUrgihg its capacity 
to produce. Ihe geratest possible crops'. from a 
giv en space of ground. It lias been calculat- 
ed in the French. publications from the'eineri- 
■nents tbero; made, that an. acre, trill, in six 
months, produce. 30,000 -pounds/ and in $M 
teen mouths, 120,000 pounds ■ • 

It possesses another great advantage :«- the 
roots when placed in a cellar remain firm and 
perfect, as well as free from sprouts, and they 
can be kept out of the ground a year, without 
injury or deterioration of their alimentary quat- 
itiea, and this property renders them invaluable 
loruse in long sea voyages, and especially as 
a preventive of scurvy; 

Wo deem this plant much belter adapted to 
cold than to hot climates, as it his been proven 
that the gratcst increase in the size of the roots 
takes place during ihe coldest period of our 
beason— the Autumnal- months. The roots 
grown here the past summer, when dug at the 
end of October, were found to be iu a vTgorous 
stale of growth. 

Notwithstanding the fact that this root, ns 
has been already stated, may be propagated 
with great rapidity, still the demands from all 
quartets, on the first cultivators, have beeu so 
rapid and numerous, that it has been found im- 
possible to obtain any considerable supply for 
our Country, and but limilen quantities will be 
attainable the present season. In fact many 
years must, elapse , befoie «rcn moderate, sup- 
plies can'be furnished to the numerous 'couu. 
tries which will slrive to establish its cul- 
ture. . , . , . 

The manner of cultivation is extremely sim- 
ple, and the same courso can be pursued as 
with the Sweet Potato. It is said that the 
Chinese cultivate it in hills, as we do Indian 
Corn, and plant but one tuber or piece of root 
in each hill, and plough between the rows 
twice during the summer, to keep them free of 
weeds. We doubt this statement r— first, be- 
cause the Chinese exercise the utmost econ- 
omy in the use of the soil; and secondly, be- 
cause the labor of that country is generally 
manual. If cultivated in hills, wo think that 
three or four pieces should be planted in 
each ; but wc would suggest the planting "hem 
in double rows, and they will then need to be 
ploughed oue way. Wc think by adopting 
this course, a greater yield mav be obtained

PERIOD OP PLANTING, AND PuOPAGATlOrt. 

As the Dioscorea is perfectly hardy, tha ' 
tubers, as hereafter described, or small nations . 
o.' eyes of the root (the same as potato-seta) 
may be plaited at the first opening of .spring 
at a depth of about three iuchoy, but, during 
the present scarcity of this root, the course 
has been adopted of planting the sell closely 
in an ordinary hot-bed frame to start their 
growth, and afterwards planting them in rows 
in the garden or field. The same culture as 
pursued everywhere with the common Fototo 
will serve successfully for. the Chinese one. .,' ',' 

The prorogation of tubers for the extension ' 
of stock is also very simple. Like the Sweet 
Potato, the Dioscorea is a trailing vine, ,1ft,; 
sii weeks from the time of planting the pieces 
of root,, they will have formed akooU five to,, 
sis feet in length. The shoots may be buried 
lor. two-thirds their length in slight furrows, 
one inch deep, allowing the leaves alone to be - 
out of the earth, and the extremity of the 
shoots entirly so. Another mode is to take ' 
off two-thirds ol each shoot and cut it into 
sections, each having a leaf with a small portion 
of the .stem, and planting these in a bed, cov- 
ering hut the leaf. In either case they will 
make roots after the first raiii, or if watered, 
and in twenty or thirty days each will form a - 
bulb or tuber. These mu>t he carefully pre- 
served, when taken up id the fall, aud will serve 
for spring planting the ensuing season; the 
tubers being as valuable and productive as 
sections ol iheMoots. Tiibers the size of a 
large pea» planted in the Spring, form beauti- 
ful regular roots fifteen to twenty inches lon Q 
by Autumn, as»has been fully proven here the 
past season, in confirmation of the European 
statement. ;
